Marsaillcs show the observer 4hat on the 
SSth of April, 1894, there were regis 
tored at the mayor's office ia that town 
no less than 94 marriagoa 
Why this 


euorraor.ii namfaer? Because, according 
to an ar.ciuut tradition, oonples tha 
marry in tbo mouth of May expose them 
selves to gru:«t danger—death Vvill sooi 
Fraito tho nufortaiiates, or, at theverj 
loasl, th'jir union will uot be blossec 
with children. Therefore a large nwa 
bur of Marseillaise lovers availed theiU' 
selves ol tho last days of April to join 
tlioiaselvcs iu wedlock. 


This otirions superstition is by no 


cieans confined to Marseilles. M. lo 
Blnut, » French investigator, ascribes 
to it an origin in Roman antiquity. The 
Uomau poet Ovid said that May was no 
time for widows to marry or for yonuR 
pirls, and adds that tho imprndent 
woman who braves fate byeo doing will 
dio early, 
Plutarch agrees to the truth 


of this. 


It may bo because of this ancient prin 


oiple that the Roman Catholic church 
has made the mouth of May sacred to 
tho Virgin. However this may be, 
idea has certainly perpetuated itself with 
singular persistence. Tassoni, writing 
about tho middle of tho seventeenth cen- 
tury, relates tbat among the inhabitants 
of Ferraras many young nobles and 
princes who were married in May died 
only a fow days afterward. 
"It Is the 


observation of this strange fact," lie ob- 
serves, "that induced the Ferrareso, so 
it is said, to f ollow the ancient custom." 


At tho present day tho superstition 


has not ceased to show itself in certain 
regions of Italy, in Roumania, in south 
Germany, Bohemia, Westphalia, Bug- 
land and Franco, notably in Saiutonge 
nud in tho Cflvcunes, where every one 
acknowledges tho truth of the proverb, 
"The month of flowers is a month of 
tears." 


"Perhaps," 
said 
Plutarch, 
"the 


month of May is regarded as unlucky 
because it comes between April and 
June, tho months respectively of Venus 
and Juno, tho tutelary goddesses of mar- 
riage, or perhaps it is because May ia 
the month of the feast of the Lomures, 
tho souls of tho dead. "—Paris Letter.

county officers has beed introduced in 
the Assembly by Colonel Stanley of 
Washoe: 


AN ACT RELATING TO TUB PURCHASE OP 


SUPPLIES. 


Sec. 1. All supplies and goods pur- 


chased for the Stato of Nevada or any 
county therein shall be purchased of 
resident merchants and business men 
of the State of Nevada whenever said 
merchants and business men will fur- 
nish when needed such supplies and 
goods at an advance of not more than 
ten per cent over San Francisco prices, 
freight added; provided that supplies 
for the use of any county other than 
| supplies for uie by its officers in the 
several offices shall be purchased by 
the County Commissioners, or by one 
jf them thereunto authorized by the 
Board of Commissioners. Any county 
officer is authorized to purchase for 
the use of his office necessary supplies, 
subject to such rules and regulations 
as may be prescribed by the Board ol 
County Commissioners, 


Any public officer or others having 


in charge tbe purchase of supplies who 
violate ths provisions of this Act res 
pecting such purchase shall be deeme< 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof may be punished b;

said tbat the bill is in the interest o! 
any section or class. Aa that profit u1 
the present time will amount to ubou' 
half the face value of the silver coined 
it will materially increase the revenue 
of the Government and end all excuses 
and pretexts for issuing interest benr 
ing bonds, which, while increasing the 
burden of taxation, do not add a dollar 
to the volume of money id circulation. 


The unlimited coinage of silver, by 


increasing the demand for the niotal, 
will tend to enhance its market price 
and gradually restore it to its old 
standard. It will also make mrmoy 
more plentiful, as it will increase the 
output from the mints several millions 
a month, and will doubtless remit in 
the resumption of coinage at the United 
States mint at llarson.

Colonel Stanley has introduced a 


Dili relating to the purchase of sup- 
plies for State and county purposes. 
It provides that all supplies and goods 
purchased for the State, or for any 
county in the State, shall be bought of 
resident merchants and businessmen, 
whenever said merchants and business- 
men will furnish such supples at an 
advance of not more than 10 per cent 
ever San Francisco prices. As a pen- 
alty for the violation of thia Act the 
pnblic officer may bo fined not less 
than $100 nor more than $500 and de- 
prived of his office or trust. An Act 
similar to this is now on the statutes, 
but it prescribes no penalty for the 
officials violating it and is a dead letter. 
It was enacted in 1893, but is said to 
have been ignored by the State officials, 
probably for the reason that they in- 
curred no risk of fine or forfeiture of 
office by purchasing supplies outside 


The bill relating to public printing 


was introduced by Mr. Beck. It pro- 
vides that in any county where two or 
more newspapers are published at the 
the State. 
county seat tbe publication of notices 
and all printing shall be let by con- 
tract to the lowest bidder, and that no 
bill shall be considered for u larger 
price for public printing than is al- 
lowed by law. 


There should be no objection to 


either of those bills. One requires pub- 
lic officials to purchase their supplies 
of resident dealers, men who aro identi- 
fied with, and pay taxes in, the State, 
aud the other requires printing to be 
let to the lowest bidder, as contracts 
for furnishing supplies for public in- 
stitutions are, or at least should he. 
Contracts are let for maintaining tbe 
indigent, for furnishing them medical 
attendance and medicines, for building 
bridges, for opening new roada and 
doing other things for which the county 
has to pay, and there is no reason why 
printing should be an exception to the 
rale. The taxpayers cannot suffer by 
it, as un bid higher than, the rates pre- 
scribed by law are to be considered. 


PURCHASING 
WATCH FACTORIES. 


It is stated the Elgin Watuh Com- 


pany ol Elgin, Illinois, and the \VuI- 
tham Watch Company of Waltham, 
Massachusetts, are to be consolidated

Government buildings would give em 
ploymenttoanarmy of skilled mechan- 
ics, and furnish a market for a large 
quantity of building material. 


One of the main arguments against 


public improvements is that the pro- 
ducers would be taxed to pay for the 
improvements, which would be made 
at their expense. This view of the case 
is entirely erroneous. In the first place 
what u producer needs to make him 
prosperous is consumers that are able 
to buy his products. The great trouble 
with the consumers at the present time 
is the lack of profitable employment, 
consequently they are living on short 
rations, but furnish thorn with profit- 
able employment und put them in a 
position to consume up to their full 
capacity and you immediately furnish 
the producers with 11 good market for 
their products which will enable them 
to pay their bills, including taxes. 


The plutocrats and those in their em 


ploy are shouting themselves hoarse 
ng.uast Government peternalism, and 
in the great uproar they are trying to 
conceal the ugly fact that they have 
monopolized the paternal arm of the 
Government and are using it solely for 
their own benefit.
